WHEREAS, by provisions of section 1644 of the code of Iowa of 1897, such 
corporations were given duration without limit. And, 

WHEREAS, said association has conducted the business for which it was 
organized, and elected its officers under the original articles of incorporaton 
and said amendments thereto, in aU things as though said term of twenty­
five years had not expired. And, 

WHEREAS, said association has proceeded to and has now reiueorporated
